| By using the following tests one may be 
j reasonably sure of vetting the proper heat 
for the various kinds of baking : 

For sponge cake and pound cake have 
heat that will, in five minutes, turn a piece 
of white paper yellow. 

For all other kinds of cat cake, use an 
foven that will in five minutes, turn a piece 
; of white paper dark yellow. 
| For bread and pastry, have an oven that 
| will, in five minutes, turn a piece of white 
| paper dark brown, 

When the oven is too hot at firat, a crust 
| forms on the bread or cake, which prevents 
ns rising. Itas better when baking bread 
and cake, to have the oven a little siow at 
| first, and increase the heat gradually. 
| When baking pull paste, the heat should 
be greatest first and decrease later. This is 
_ to keep the paste in shape. 
When the oven is too hot the temperature 
'may be reduced by putting in it a pan of 
| cola water. 

When baking in an oven that is too hot 
at the top, tli wit cold water a dripping 
| pan which is about an inch deep, and place 
| it ob the topgrate of the oven. Should the 
,oven be too hoton the bottom, put a grate 
i under the articie that is to be baked.

Wellington Pays the Prassian General a 
Merited Compliment. 


| One of the most memorable and historic 
incidents re!ating to Water!oo is the acci- 
dental meeting of Wellington and Blucher 
at the hotel of La Belle Alliance on a farm 
in the rear of Napoleon’s position. The 
English and Prussian generals embraced as 
they met, and each claimed the honor of 
the victory which had just settled the state 
of France. Biucher had been expected 
throughout the day with re-enforcements. 
Many times during the engagement Wel- 
iington’s position was critical in the ex- 
treme, unless Blucher should arrive within

“There goes old Blucher at last,” he 
later exclaimed; *twe shail beat them yet.” 

Tbe decisive moment had arrived, and the 
duke promptly availed himself of it. He 
ordered the whole line, supported by the 
artillery and cavalry, to charge. His troop= 
1 replied with one universal shout, and 
| hastened to the attack. Nothing could 
resist their impetuosity. The French fought 
with bravery and desperation; but them 
first line was speedily broken through; the 
second ailorded little more resistance, and 
complete contusion and rout ensued. Four 
squares of the Old Impertal Guard yet re 
mained,  Witn these Napoleon endeavored 
to cover his retreat, which was now inevi- 
table:but they were embarrassed ard borne 
away by the crowd of fugitives, .and were 
unable vo resist the overwhelming force ot 
Englishand Prussians which now pressec 
upon them. They defended themselves 
with a gallantry which excited the admira 
tion of their foes. The Duke of Weliington 
would have prevented the useless sacritics 
ot theirlives,and summeued them tosurrend- 
er; but with a nigh sense of military honor, 
which we must regard with respect aod 
admiration, they, refused to yield, anil 
slowly retreating incn by inch, were almos 
entirely annifniated. With their destruc 
tion thecontest ended. No furtherresist- 
ance was opposed, and the conquerors had 
little more to do than to pursue the fugi 
tives and massacre those who would nut 
surrender. . 

The son of Blucher says of his meeting 
with Wellington: ‘Father Blucher em- 
braced Wellington in such a hearty manner 
that everybody who was present said that 
it was the most affecting scene that could 
be imagined.” In an ofticial account ofthe 
engagement, sent from Waterioo to Loudon 
by Wellington, he says: ‘*] should not d 
justice tomy feelingsor to Marshal Blacher 
and the Prassiin army if I did not attribute 
the successful results of this arduous day to 
the cordial and timely assistance I received 
from them.”

Only 
feeble sounds wili be heard if the red and 
biue parts of the rainbow fall upon the 
vessel, and other colors make no sound at 
ali. Green silk gives sound best. in red 
light. Every kind of material gives. more 
or less ‘sxund in different colors, and utters 
no sound in others.

Specialization 
in agricnitural production does admit ot 
some degree at least of increased skill and 
efficu.ncy, due to practite in the labor 
employed by the farmer. ; 

A manufacturer, under present condi- 
tions, conducting his business so carelessly, 
would better shut up shop at once, for if 
not, the sherif will speedily doat for him, 
There does not seem to be any good reason 
why farmers should be exempt from tne 
necessity of carelully considering all the 
conditions of success in the prosecution of 
their business,and of conforming themselves 
ta those conditions. Men in other hnes of 
occupation are not exempt. There are, 
indeed, many farmers who are engaged in 
the cultivation of lands, part, or all of 
which, are unworthy of culuvation under 
present conditions. Their labor 1s neces- 
sarily largely in vain, and the sooner they 
realize this fact the better for them and 
their families, Just so; thece are many 
seins of coal, and of iron and other metals, 
not profitably workable now undeg, present 
prices, conditions and methods. Possibly 
they may come to have value some time but 
they have none row. :

It is not every young lady or wo 
man that can play tennis, ride a horse or a | 
bicycle or attend a gymnasium, but any | 
one, old or young, male or female, that is 
not a cripple and isin fairly good health, 
can walk. legular, brisk walking in the 
open air would be the best medicine in the 
world for many tls, imaginary and other- 
wise, to which women, for the most part, 
are subject. In fact, physicians prescribe 
systematic walks of reasonable length as a} 
part of their treatmeut in many cases, and | 
itis generally the hardest part to make the | 
patient obey. City and country women | 
alike neglecs to walk, though for somewnat | 
different reasons. Indeed, on the wiiste, 4 
those in the cities deserve lesa to be accused,
